Dear Sir: The Journal regrets that the 
books of the Pullman company are not 
open to its inspection as they were to 
the representatives of the Pullman work- 
ingmen last May. But out of the un- 
official information at its disposal, it will 
endeavor to answer your timely inquiry 
as to the wages and conditions of life at 
Pullman preceding and at the time of 
the strike. 


1. It is known that 2000 workingmen 


went out on the strike of May 11 and 
that 600 more, mostly laborers, were 
thereby forced to lay down their imple- 
ments because there was nothing for 
them to do. 


2 We have the statement from Mr 


Pullman himself thaftho wages of these 
2600 employes on May 10 were 85500 a 
day. You will perceive that this was 
equivalent to $2 10 a piece a day. 


2 Tho pay roll of Pullman, clerks, 


foremen, superintendents, etc , who did 
not strike or go out on May 11 was S1500 
in addition to the $5500, making a total 
of S7000 a day 


4 Before the Democratic panic of 1893 


wages of all kinds, exclusive of those 
named m the last paragraph, averaged 
fioni 91 50 for tho lowest to S4 50 foi the 
highest per da). Rents were all paid 
up, and the savings deposits in the Pull 
man Savings and Loan Bank amounted 
to nearly 8700,000, or S350 to each depos 
itor 


5 
When the financial stringency of 


last summer struck tho country wages 
throughout the entiio Pullman woiks 
were cut 10 per cent. In the fall there 
\vas another cut of 10 pei cent and m 
tho winter still another of tho same 
amount. Tho reason for these cuts was 
obvious — car building had been over- 
done in 1892 3, and in 1893 4 what work 
was done at Pullman was obtained by bit 
tei competition and was done at anactual 
loss, including inteiost on capital andde 
preciation of machinery

that it is more probable that defendant 
killed Boyd than that the stallion killed

Unless you are satisfied bejonda 


reasonable doubt that defendant did kill 
him, it is your duty to acquit 


The jury are not permitted to imagine 


or guess that Boyrl was killed by defend 
ant 
The facts and evidence in the case 


must point conclusively to him as the 
guilty one, to the exclusion of every 
other reasonable hypothesis or theoiy as 
to tho manner of the killing 


It devolves upon the people to show 


that defendant had a weapon or instru 
ment capable of accomplishing the kil- 
ling with his oidmaiy power in the man 
ner charged 
If the jury has a leason 


able doubt that defendant lacked either 
the power or the instrument, it is their 
duty to acquit. 


II there exists in the minds of the jury 


any icasonable doubt because they be 
lieve it is uncertain whether defendant 
or tho horse killed Boyd, then it is then 
swoin duty to acquit defendant.

Judge Grosscup's Charge to the 


Grand Jury. 


Those who have taken the care to read 


Judge Oroescup'a charge 'to the grand 
iury havo observed, that if he expressed 
the law, and there is no doubt he did, 
wo havo reached an interesting period 
in tho matter of railroad strikes. So 
long as these strikes were confined to 
particular callings among railroad men 
thoro was little need to apply the law, 
but when Mr. Dobs undertook to stop 
tho commerce of tho country and dic- 
tate terms to the people and the govern- 
ment tho law had to bo applied, be- 
cause tho Debs scheme meant revolu- 
tion and general disregard for tho law 
and tho courts. On this very point tho 
Judge said: 


You havo been summoned here to in- 


quire whether iiny of the laws of the 
United States within this judicial dis- 
trict huvo been violated. You huvo 
oomo in un atmosphere and amid oc- 
currences that may well cause reasona- 
ble 
mon 
to question whethc.- tho

to that enlightened intelligence which 
pcrcnives tho necessity of vindication of 
law before any othor adjustments aro 
possible tho government of tho United 
States is supremo, You doubtless fool 
as I do, thnt tho opportunities of life, in 
tho present conditions, arc not perhaps 
entirely equal, and thnt changes aro 
noodca to forestall somo of tho tendon 
cicsof current industrial life; but noitho 
tho torch of tho incendiary nor the 
weapon of Iho insurrectionist nor tho 
intlumi-d tonguo of him who incites to 
tiro and tho sword is tho instrument to 
bring about reforms. Toitho mind of tho 
American people, to tho calm, dispassion 
a to, sympathetic judgment of a race tha 
is not afraid to faou doep'changoa and ro 
sponsibilitios, there has as yet been n 
adequate appeal. Men-who appear aath 
advocates of great changes must firs 
submit them to discussion, discussion 
thnt reaches not simply tho parties in 
tcjosted, but the wider circle of society 
i.Dcl must be patient as'Woll as persover 
ing until the public intelligence ha 
boon reached and tho public judgmen 
niado up. 
An npponl to force befor 


that hour is crime not only against thi 
(,'ovornmont of existing laws but nguins 
the caiiso itsoH; for what man of any in 
telligunco supposes thut any sottlomen 
\yill abide which is induced under th 
light of tho torch of tho shadow of un 
ovorfjoworing' throat? 


No one, perhaps, boliovcs that the ob 


juct of Mr. Dobs In organizing this new 
ordor wus to revolutionize more than th 
dilToront railroad Inbor organizations 
Ho o.xpcctod to wipe thorn all out am 
absorb thoui into one groat union, o 
which ho -would bo chief. Indood, 
has boon confessed that in tho prcsen 
striku ho did .not oxpoct tho intorforonc 
of tho fodoral government. If ho dii 
not oxpoct it, it follows that ho did no 
intend to revolutionize tho government 
but tho offnct Of tho strike proved in 
tho very outsat to put him in tho posi 
tion of u violator of fodoral law and an 
insurroutioniflt. In speaking of tho ap 
plication Of 
tho law Judge Groascup 


suid to tho jury: 


Tho Constitution places the regulu 


tion of commerce bctwoon the aovora 
States and between tho States and for 
oign nations within tho keeping of the 
United Stiitos Government. Anythini 
which is designed to be transported, fo 
commercial purposes, from one State 
into another, and is actually in transit 
and any passenger who is actually on 
gaged in such intor-Stnto rommorciu 
transaction, and any cur or carriage ac 
linilly transporting or engaged to trans 
port such puBSongor or thing, aro the 
agencies und subject mattoi of inter 
Stato commerce; and any conspiracy in 
restraint iff such trade or commerce i 
an ollonsn against 'the United States 
To restrain is to prohibit, limit, conHni 
or abndgo u thing. 


Further on tho Judge defines criniinu

It is a matter of some interest since 


Judge Grosscup ie one of the judges who 
granted the first injunction against E. 
V. Debs, and is the judge who charged 
the federal grand jury that indicted 
Debs, to know that \e delivered an 
oration on Memorial Day, May 30, at 
Galesburg in which he took up and ably 
discussed the question of organized 
capital nnd organized labor. 


This was before the present strike was 


organized. In hie addreee he set forth 
the advantages of labor unions so organ- 
ized as not to abridge tho independence 
of those who were members and the dis- 
advantages of 
organizations 
of 
the 


modern kind, He said the same as to 
combinations of capital. 
Following are 


some of the things ho said: 


How, then, can there be any real con- 


test between accumulation and labor? 
Labor, tho mother of accumulation, is 
maintained,, 
not 
hindered, 
by 


her olfspring. 
The wealth 
of 
the 


nation 
is 
every 
one's 
possession 


It 
is, 
in 
the 
highest 
sense, 
a 


common heritage. It makes possible to 
all tho comforts which, a few years ago, 
wero dreamed of only by visionaries. 
Who is not vich to-day when compared 
with his ancestors of a century ago? * 
* * Labor cannot afford to attack cap- 
ital, for capital is the house that she has 
buildcd. Capital cannot afford to op- 
press labor, for such would mako the 
house tcnfintless and a tomb. Will the 
conqueror destroy his trophy1! Will the 
soworliiy waste the harvest? United.their 
march from want to plenty is assured, 
divided and belligerent, they fall, foi 
neither is complete without the other 
and tho full of one would bo the fall oi 
both. * * * But the right to work 
and tho right to accumulate is the righl 
of each person as an individual. It is 
not derived from the state, nor from so 
cioty, but from the laws higher than 
either. It is a personal right, not bo 
cuuso of citizenship,but because of man 
hood. No government, no aggregation 
of individuals, can 
rightly interfere 


with or restrict it. * * 
* It wil 


bo a mighty 
revolution when the 


owner of the brawny arm and the 
willing heart can no longer employ them 
upon what he finds to do; whon the pos 
scssor of a teeming brain shall have its 
children taken away tho moment they 
are 
born, or 
develop 
usefulness 


whon tho gathering of labor und brain 
—their stock of savings—coasn to bo 
within tho exclusive touch and contro 
of tho producer. Would you mortgage 
arm and intellect before they are born' 
Would you bar them out of iiekls to 
which civilization has hitherto bockoncc 
them? Would you paralyze tho nerve 
centers of civilization by removing every 
inducement and inspiration to individua 
effort? Then listen not to those dreams 
of socialism that would level, with heavy 
roll, all individuality und personal man 
hood, nnd crush all brains, arms anc 
hearts into the sodden mass called com 
miinism. In that day a man will no 
longer be a man—no longer oven an in- 
dependent unit—but blended into the 
muss will bo shorn of individuality anc 
robbod ol incentive until life and effort 
have become without a note of hope to 
herald the dawn of a better day. From 
independent princes -masters of thoir 
persons and belongings—and set out on 
the conquest of greater things, man wil 
become u spiritless slave in n gang ol 
slaves. 


Further along he said: 
This right, as individuals, to work one 


accumulate, and to keep personal con- 
trol of his labor and accumulations, is a 
right which society cannot permit oven 
the individual to voluntarily surrender 
Bight here is tho germ of our national 
crisis. 


Then speaking of combinations of cap- 


ital or labor and the danger from them 
ho said: 


This system, beginning originally with 


these grout enterprises, such as railroads 
and steamships, that could Und realiza- 
tion under no other methods, has ex- 
tended, until it comprises a majority of 
tho manufacturing and commercial ven- 
tures.

specialty, workers to-day aio compressed 
into unions, where the individual will is 
merged in tho muster will of n ruler or 
committee. Beforo a boy can learn a 
trade he must receive a permit from the 
supervising body; and before he can 
work at his trade ho must matriculate 
into tho obligations which tho union 
imposes. Tho remainder of his life us a 
mechanic is simply one long subjection 
to tho direction of others. Ho can 
work 
only 
whon 
they grant leave, 


and at wages that shall huvo received 
their approval, and ho must bo roady at 
any notice, to deliver up his family to 
hunger iind the street when the cull for 
a strike comes. Ho has effectually sunk 
his will into tho general will of nis trade, 
and has cast away, for organization, all 
tho advantages nnd inspiration of inde- 
pendent individuality.* * * The sue' 
cess of commercial society depends upon 
a free play of competition. 
There is no 


other method thnt will not eventually 
end iu tymnny or explosion,

What Next. 


The blatant demagogues, the agitators 


aod the little whipper-snappers have 
held high carnival for about two weeks. 
Honest men, who had the good of the 
working people and business at heart, 
tad to stand back.

not be heard, but reason, apparently,has 
again asserted itself, and men who a 
week ago were ugly and stubborn are 
ready to talk. The lessons of experience 
ore great lessons in the human family. 
We have all had them and are still going 
to school.

Scores of men who have been in the 


strike and have now abandoned it are 
willing to say they will never again be 
caught in another strike. This, judging 
from past experience in railroad strikes, 
is a proper resolution, but what next? 
Will the same demagogues and shysters 
be permitted to mislead in some other 
direction? 
Already we hear t-vlk of 


what labor should do at the polls; that 
it should vote for itself; that the gov- 
ernment has shown by its action in the 
strike that it is committed to plutocracy 
and has no concern for labor. All these 
things indicate that there is clanger of 
more foolishness. 


What is there to bo done for labor by 


voting? In one way nothing; m another 
way much. In 1892 labor listened to 
the story of demagogues and became in- 
toxicated with the cry of higher wages 
and cheaper necessaries of life, and 
voted for u change und prostrated busi- 
ness, made idle workmen and Bet on loot 
a system of 77age reduction. In face of 
iheso conditions demagogues and agita- 
tors led labor, in face of a declining 
wage market, to go on a strike, which 
was the second mistake. Having, upon 
bad advice, brought about these things, 
there is but one rational way open to re- 
covery. The strike has been abandoned. 
That is a sensible move in tho right 
direction, But what about correcting tho 
first and p-ime error? Will labor undo 
at the polls what it did at the polls in 
1892? Or, will it listen to the demagogue 
who will advise it to vote for a job lot ol 
special propositions, said to be in the 
interest of labor, that will uot bo worth 
the paper they arc written on? The 
whole labor propopsition is embraced in 
the declaration of Abraham Lincoln: 


Labor is like any other commodity in 


the market—increase the demand for it 
and you increase the price of it. 


Labor unwittingly voted in 1892 to 


decrease the demand for labor in Amer- 
ica by voting for a low or revenue tariff, 
and tho result is well known. That re- 
sult can be reversed only by taking the 
back track and voting to restore the 
demand for labor that the country had 
in 1892. Legislation from 1861 to 1892 
was invariably upon the principle of in- 
creasing the demand for labor, and the 
result was thnt wages were increased all 
the way from 50 per cent, to 400 per 
cent. Increasing the demand for labor 
has more effect on wages than all 
tho unions 
ever 
organized on the 


Debs plan for strike purposos. Both 
Mr. Debs and Mr. Sovereign have advo- 
cated free trade in this country and have 
done all in their power to bring about a 
revolution from a protective to a tariff 
for revenue only. Thoy have fought at 
every political meeting thoy addressed, 
and in circulars to laboring mon, and in 
interviews, the system which multiplied 
factories and opened up a demand for 
labor and have deceived thousands of 
men with thoir sophistries, and after 
thus misleading men to vote against 
their own interests have led them into a 
senseless strike by which thousands of 
them have sacrificed their jobs. 


The lesson is plain. Tho proper course 


to pursue in future is plain. It is this, 
cease to tako the advice of such mon 
and start in at once on a rational basis 
and vote to increase tho demand for 
labor, und coase tho senseless war on 
every man who employs labor. 


Prosecute the Debses. 


Tow that Mr. Debs has called off the 


strike and the men themsolvos have 
called him off for all time to come, it 
would bo just as well for the government 
to call off the prosecution of tho olBcors 
of the A, R. U. and let it go as it is. The 
mon and the leaders have had lessons 
enough,—Decatur Review. 


This is sublime logic, indeed. After 


Mr. Debs has dragooned men into a 
senseless strike and by his bad leader- 
ship has laid himself open to the charge 
of insurrection, and probably treason, 
and has caused thousands of men to lose 
their employment, and put the general 
government to an expense of a million 
dollars and the several states to great 
expense, it would look well, indeed, for 
the government to call off the prosecu- 
tion of Debs and his addle-headed lieu- 
tenants on the pretense that he has 
called off the strike. The government 
has saved Mr. Debs the trouble of call 
ing off the strike. There is nothing left 
for him to call off. If Mr. Debs and his 
lieutenants are guilty of violating the 
laws of 
the 
country they 
should 


be punished. 
He has done the country 


great injustice. 
While boarding at a 


first class Chicago hotel with the hard- 
earned money of poor workingmen in 
his pocket, he has caused the country to 
lose millions ot dollars in trade, and the 
railroad laborers the loss of time and op- 
portunity. 
Are such men to go scott 


free and continue to revel in the luxuries 
that cash taken from the sweat of labor 
will afford them. No, a thousand times 
no. Let him be punished, if he is guiliy, 
to tho full extent of the law. 
Let him 


be punished as a warning to other agi- 
tators that the government will not 
temporize with them. 
In this way the 


government can servo the best interests 
of labor. The demagogues who deceive 
our people should be brought to a sudden 
tiaJt as fast as they appear, and be pros- 
ecuted whenever they violate the law 
and prosecuted promptly.

THE WAR ON 


Statistics Showing How tbe Dem- 


ocrats Have Treated Them. 


According to a statement imbmitted 


to congress by the secretary of the in- 
terior relative to the number ol pensions 
suspended or canceled since March 4, 
1893, it appears there were' suspended 
and resumed at the same rate between 
March 4, 1893, ond May 10, 1893, 9,509 
pensions. Those still suspended num- 
ber 326; those reduced arc 3,014 
and vthe number dropped Irom the 
roll aggregated 2,671. Nearly all those 
ruluced 
and 
dropped 
from 
the 


the roll, about 6,000 in all, were invalids, 
and widows of soldiers of the late' civil 
war. It is noticeable that survivors of 
the Mexican war, being in tta most cases 
persons south of Mason and Di.ton's 
line, were not molested to any great ex- 
tent, principally from the fact that they 
are nearly all southerners and ex-Con- 
federates. 
There are now upon the 


Mexican pension rolls 21,236 persons, a 
larger number than the army which 
(ought in the war. Some years ago a law 
\vus passed fixing $8 a month as the mini- 
mum pension for services in the Mexican 
war. 
Any ouo who enlisted for that 


duty is entitled to the pension and there 
are numbers drawing money for this 
service who never crossed the boundary 
line between the United States and 
Mexico, to say nothing of smelling 
powder in actual canflict. ITow a bill 
has been rushed through the House 
raising these pensions from $8 to $12 a 
month, while the commissioner of the 
pension bureau is actively engaged in 
cutting down the miserable pittance 
paid to veterans of the late civil war 
nnd their relatives. 


Great Illinois Lawyers. 


Hon. H. L. Greene, of Springfield, de- 


livered an address oa the occasion of the 
dedication of tho courthouse at Clinton, 
from which tho 
following extract is 


taken: 


A short time after my arrival in Clin- 


ton, that is to say, in March, 1858, the 
circuit court met for the first time. 
I 


had never been in an American court 
ind know nothing about those institu- 
tions. 
I was present when the court 


opened qnd saw on the bench a very 
jtutely 
and 
dignified man, whose 


anguago showed me at once that he was 
thoroughly 
educated. 
This 
I 
was 


aot prepared to expect, for I had 
been informed in the east that the courts 
of tho west were very rough institutions, 
generally presided over by half-educated 
men. In the course of the two weeks 
which followed I saw all the members of 
the local bar and many from a distance. 
The first whom I remember was my old 
triond, Mr. C. H. Moore. He sat among 
his papers, having before him writs, dec- 
orations, bills, cross-bills, and, as Charles 
Dickons says, "all other legal instru- 
ments of torture." 
In a few days I saw 


a man sitting at u table, his head bont 
:lown, his faco sad and full of care. 
When ho raised up I suw that his eye 
was bright and hie atmle pleasant. That 
-nnn was Abraham Lincoln, who, within 
tho next, five years became the most 
celebrated man that this century has 
<nown throughout the world. 


"I saw Leonard Swott, the great ora- 


:or, ti man of most magnificent presence. 
I saw Lawrence Weldon, afterwards my 
cgul preceptor, now judge of the United 
Slates court of claims in Washington. I 
saw Judge Emcison, one of tho best 
lawyers of his time. I saw William 


nu1, who uftonvurds died a general in 


the army, n most brilliant man. I saw 
William llnnna, of Bloommston, a man 
who made no prcitviisio^ of brilliancy or 
oratory, but who was one of tho strongest 
awyers T ever mot. I saw Oliver Davis, 
of Danville, afterwards circuit judge 
and judge of the court of appends, a nnin 
of the highest integrity and highest 
ubility.'' 


I'i has been very common, lately, for 


those engaged in tho strike to 
empha 


size the declaration that every striker 
stood ready to aid ill putting down dis- 
order; and in preventing the destruction 
of property; but strangely enough, as 
soon as Dunham Post, 0. A. R., passed 
resolutions expressing thoir dosiro to BOO 
all kind of insurrection, connected with 
tho strike, put down, some so-called 
strikers attempted to insult the Grand 
Army of tho Republic in a set of resolu- 
tions. This looks very inconsistent and 
can only bo explained, creditably toj the 
groat body of strikers, by assuming that 
a vory small number of strikers were en- 
gaged in passing the resolutions. 
The

emand and insist upon conduct by 
thers which will lead to injury to a 
ilird person's lawful rights. The railroad 
arrying the mails and inter-State com- 
merce have a right to the service of each 


f their employes and until each lawfully 
hoosee to quit, and any concerted ac- 
ion upon the part of others to demand 
r insist under effective penalty or threat 


upon their quitting, to the injury of the 


ail service or the prompt tranaporta- 
ion of inter-State commerce, is a con- 
piracy unless suck demand or insistence 
s in pursuance of a lawful authority 
onferredon them by the men themselves, 
.nd is made in good faith in execution 
if such authority. 
The demand and 


nsistonce under effective penalty or 
hreut, injury to tho transportation of 
he mails or inter-State commerce being 
iroven, the burden falls upon those 
uakingthe demand or insistence to show 
awful authority and good faith in its 
xecution.

elcgnnt homes of the rich, there crushed 
on the eans of soldip'.-s ,and civilians a 
roar like n mighty burst of thunder, 
followed in an instant by n succession 
of sharp explosions. 


The half-dazed soldiers in the rear 


of the limber caisson saw smoke and 
Same 
belch 
from 
the receptacle 


for the death-dealing missiles. Men, 
horses and wheels, caisson and other 
parts of the battery rose before their 
horrified gaze high in the air. The ex- 
ploding powder and shot inclined to 
Ihe rear, -wliich accounts for the escape

of all the cavalryem from the third and 
sixth cavalry. The artillerymen re- 
ceived the brunt of the explosion, be- 
n g directly in the rear of the de ndly 
missiles and ignited powder, which 
burst from the caisson, sending frag- 
ments in all directions. 


Donovan and Doyle were doomed to 


L death which carried with it nosufler- 
ng, not even an instant "of time to 
•enlize their fate. 
They 'vere sitting 


on the caisson which exploded. Dono- 
van was blown through the air over 
;rees fifty feet high a distance of 500 
Feet over a vacant lot, drooping- on the 
Jnion stock yards railway tracks. 
Part of one limb was torn off a»d 
picked up in the corner lot. There 
was hardly a shred of clothing left 
on his body, nnd 
the 
mutilation 


was - so 
horrible 
that 
he 
could 


not be recognized. 
It was known 


thnt he wns blown in that direction. 
His companion, Doyle, was hurled 300 
feet across the intersection of Oak- 
wood boulevard on the opposite side of 
Grand boulevard. 
The mangled, life- 


less body came in contact with a high 
f ence, on top of which were a lot of

Over these bears 


fl:ity feet from the ground, the force of 
the explosion carried awheel and other 
parts of the gun carriage, 500 feet away 
from the bloody scene. 


Gallev, the farrier of the seventh 


cavalry troop, was riding in the second 
column behind the artillery. 
The shot 


and shell which rendered him a corpse 
entered him over the heads of the 
troopers in the front ranks. Part of 
the leaden load which tore through 
Galler's head took off half of Kane's 
ear and tore a, hole in l\is hat ab a, me- 
mento of the horrible tragedy. 


Lead and wood pierced the body of 


Fred Lot», the whed-hoj-.se driver near- 
est the exploding ammunition, and 
killed the animal. 


All the eight artillery horses are 


dead. The four which pulled the first 
gun were hurled in front of the ex- 
ploding powder and shells to a grassy 
part of the boulevard 100 feet away 
Three-were killed outright, being shot 
through and through. The fourth had 
to be put out of his misery. The four 
horses drawing the second gun were 
hurled to one side of tfte boulevard on 
the 
grass and all instantly killed, 


Galler's horse was shot from under 
him, and his life had to be taken soon 
after Ms master had been blown into 
eternity. 


Confusion came with the first sound 


of the explosion. 
Commanding officers 


and men of the ranks could not realize 
what it was. The first thought in the 
minds of many survivors was that re- 
ven gef nl railroad strikers or their sym- 
pathizers had hurled a bomb in their 
midst, as they were close on the stock 
yards rnilroad tracks. 


The first word of command came 


from Capt. Dodd, for the cavalry to 
wheel out of the path of the nying pro- 
jectiles. The movement of the Indian- 
fighting cavalrymen was more like a 
stampede. 
Fortunately, 
there was 


plenty of room for every horse and 
rider, or there would probably have 
been some fatal collisions. The driv- 
ers of the artillery horses could not get 
out of the way. All the horses were 
dead or dying. . 


The beautiful boulevard, with its 


double rows of stately trees on each 
side, seemed to have suddenly become 
,ho arena of a bloody conflict between 
armed forced. 
Dlood from man and 


beast lying dead or wounded on the 
•rassv plots on each side flowed in riv- 
nlcts and mingled with the heaps of 
blood-stained trappings and gun car- 
riages. 


Twenty-six powder-stained percus- 


ion shots which had escaped the ex- 
plosion lay in a d cubic row on the 
jreen sward guarded by police, us a 
slight concussion would have caused a 
second calamity. 


Every soldier stood al his post under 


ihe fire of the artillery, and those who 
were unhurt came quickly to succor 
those who were not beyond earthly aid 
before the echo of the last explosion 
had died awaj'. 


Civilian surgeons, hearing the deaf- 


ening roar, hurried to the scene with 
appliances, nnd the wounds of the liv- 
ing were soon roughly dressed. 
Mili- 


tary surgeons followed, when the news 
of the disaster to the troops reached 
Camp Miles. 


Wagon loads of police came flying to 


the scene to restore order and keep 
the gathering thousands of civilians 
from encroaching on the scene of carn- 
age. The remains of Donovan, Boyle 
and Galler. were picked up and re- 
moved in the police ambulances to the 
Hyde Park morgue. 
Ambulance s took 


the wounded to Michael I'.eese and 
Mercy hospitals in ambulances while 
those whose injuries were only slight 
were removed to the camp. 


The cavalrymen left their horses at 


a safe distance and joined their com- 
rades of the seventh in the work of car- 
ing for the wounded and clearing the 
debris from the roadway. 
Troopers 


with drawn swords and mounted park 
policemen kept the thousands of curi- 
ous people to the sidewalks until the 
march of the saddened soldiers to camp 
began. 
New horses and new drivers 


had to be hired to drffw the pieces of 
artillery from the scene of horror.

The Chicago papers tell of a huge but 


costly joke played on a gang of painters 
who held gilt-edged jobs with Kimball i 


Co., 
but quit work out of sympathy for 


the Pullman employes. It was purely a 
case of sympathy. Tlie Kimbsll men 
had no grievance. They were getting 
good pay and steady w.ork, but their 
sympathy 
for their 
suffering fellow 


workmen at Pullman was so deep- 
seated that 
they 
decided to 
quit 


to help along the general strike and 
they walked out. The balance of the 
Btory is thus told by the Chicago Jour- 
nal: 


The chivalrous strikers were swelling 


around the Master Painters' headquar- 
ters immensely satisfied with, themselves 
and Dcbsistn, when their composure was 
rudely shocked by one of their number, 
who rushed in hatlcss and coatless with 
the appalling news that their places 
were being filled by the very men whose 
bacon they wore trying to save.

It is said that eonio beautiful language 


permeated the ambient air in tho next 
few moments and at a hastily called 
meeting of the men who had gone out it 
was decided to wrert their rights and 
positions from the treacherous Pullman. 
tee. 


Mr. Andrews of tho Kimball tirm cor- 


roborated the facts, but would not say 
how many Pullman men were at work 
in the places vacated by the rlavoiecs of 
the Debs movement. 


"I urn willing to admit, however." said 


Sir. Andrews, with a suspicion of a 
auiile, "thnt some of the former employes 
of the firm found their places filled when 
they m:ide application to bo reinstated. 
I reparcl the whole thing as

inal strike."

Archbishop Ireland in Chicago 


Gives Expression to Patr'- 


otic Vievrs. 


In the course of an interview in Chi- 


cago Suuday, Archbishop Ireland, of St. 
Paul, speaking on strikes and mobs, 
gave utterance to patriotic sentiments. 
le said in part: 


There can be no hesitation to bring 


n the help of the repressive powers of 
ociety when property is r.-.caaced. Only 
avage's or men who for thr> time being 
are turned into savapes will burn or 
lestroy property. whaUier it be the fac 
ory of the rich man or the puor man's 
cottage, a railroad car or a national 
milding. More criminal and more in- 
excusable yet is rhe act of murdering 
luman beings or of endangering their 
ives. liabor, too, must learu the leeeon 
,hat the liberty of the citizen is to be 
respected. 
One man has the right to 


cease from work, but he has no right to 
drive another man from work. He who 
respects not the liberty of others shows 
limself unworthy of his own liberty and 
ncapable ot citizenship iu a free conu- 
;ry. Never can riots and mob rule and 
awless depredation be tolerated. 
The 


country that permits them signs its 
death warrant. 


Riots and mob rule such as have oc- 


curred in Chicago do immense harm to 
the cause oE labor and set back its ad- 
vance for whole decades nf years. Labor 
thereby loses the earnest sympathy of 
thousands of friends and gives courage 
and triumph to its enemies. Worse yet, 
the Jpriuciple of popular government- 
Buffers. It is no wonder that, reading 
of the occurrences in America, Europe- 
ans announce that the republic is a fail- 
ure and that strong anarchy only can 
hold society together. Xowhcre on earth 
has the poor man liberty, civil, social, 
and industrial, as that which he enjoys | 
in America. Are these liberties to bl'-itj 
used in tearing down the republic which | 
blesses and protects them? 


I am far from saying that labor haa 


nothaditB grievances in America or 
that redress must not be sought. 
1 


would not respect the laborer ivho setks 
riot to enjoy all his rights and to improve 
his condition. 
But all this must be 


done within the lines of social order and 
law. 
The remedy for these- ills la a 


healthy public opinion and fair public 
legislation, and all legitimate eiforta in 
these directions, whether by single act 
or united force, arc laudable. Labor has 
made great progress in the recent past; 
it must not be too hasty. 
Time and 


patience are requisites to final success. 


"As to strikes, I repeat the words of a 


labor leader, T, V. Powdcrly, 'they are 
nearly always failures, 
and 
should 


scarcely ever be restarted to, even when 
most securely guarded from wrong do- 
ing.' The workman, even when he ap- 
parently gains his purpose, finds on com 
putatipn that he has 'Buffered severe 
financial losses and has weakened his 
chances for future employment. Be- 
sides, strikes affect thi- groat public of 
America as well as the employer, and 
workmen should consider the rights of 
this public, whose moral support, more- 
over, the cause of labor sorely needs. 


"For my own part I believe the largo 


number of men who join strikes arc 
more to be pitied than bhmied. They 
are led on by irresponsible and tyran- 
nous chiefs. " Labor unions have great 
value, but one marked evil in them is 
that they put the liberties of tens of 
thousands in the keeping of one man, or 
of a few who become their absolute mas- 
ters, their despotic czars."
